Dress  Code 
Is  Approved 
At  Holden 
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In  the  last  four  years,  America  has  ques¬ 
tioned  peace,  news,  civil  rights,  martyrdom, 
cigarettes,  war,  passive  protest,  active  pro¬ 
test,  U.S.,  sex,  and  the  silent  majority.  Amer¬ 
icans  have  wondered  how  there  can  be  moon 
rockets  and  starving  children  in  the  same 
world.  They  want  to  know  when  the  boys- 
in-Canada  will  return  home,  or  if  there  will 
ever  be  an  election  that  isn't  "a  choice  for 
the  lesser  of  two  evils." 
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At  Columbia  and  other  universities,  stu¬ 
dents  went  a  step  beyond  questioning.  They 
applied  the  technique  of  "takeover."  It  was 
sometimes  effective  and  had  the  one  positive 
result  of  putting  life  into  college  reform  pro¬ 
grams.  Its  one  drawback  was  a  monstrous 
anti-student  reaction  from  the  rest  of  the 
country.  Better  results  were  achieved  at 
Brown  University  where  a  group  of  students 
studied  the  educational  system  there  and 
produced  a  five-hundred  page  report  point¬ 
ing  out  flaws  in  the  university  structure  and 
possible  remedies.  Recently  Brown  initiated 
a  new  experimental  program  of  courses  sug¬ 
gested  by  that  report. 


In  1863,  negroes  received  their  freedom, 
yet  in  the  hundred  years  that  followed,  their 
own  feeling  of  inferiority  to  white  men  still 
chained  them.  Then  in  the  middle  of  the 
1960s,  a  new  movement,  led  by  the  late  Dr. 
Martin  L.  King,  denounced  the  concept  of 
racial  inferiority.
